ANMJAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OPPICER  OP  HEALTH  TO  THE  PALMOUTH  AHD 
TRURO  PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY  POR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DEC.,  1925. 


The  Chairman  and.  Members  of  the 

Palmouth  and  Truro  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1925,  accompanying  it  v/ith  a record  of  all  the  work  done 
on  board  the  various  ships  which  have  visited  your  port  during  the 
past  year. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I have  paid  sixty-two  (62) 
visits  to  vessels  of  all  nationalities  which,  in  comparison  with  the 
previous  year  shows  a decrease  of  tv/enty  (20).  I have  inspected 
the  crews  of  two  (2)  ships  hailing  from  infected  ports,  but  in  each 
case  have  found  them  free  from  diseases  of  an  infectious  or  con- 
tagious nature. 

On  six  (6)  occasions  vessels  sailing  to  Spanish  ports 
were  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  before  the  necessary 
certificates  v/ere  granted. 

On  two  (2)  occasions  I have  been  called  upon  to  inspect 
a quantity  of  meat  which  had  been  landed  from  two  ships  coming 
into  this  port.  In  one  case  I condemned  the  entire  quantity  as 
being  quite  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

There  has  not  been  much  cause  for  serious  complaint  with 
regard  to  the  sanitation  on  board  vessels  calling  here,  and  defects 
have  alv/ays  been  quickly  remedied  on  the  few  occasions  I have  had 
to  call  attention  to  them. 

The  cases  of  sickness  met  with  on  board  vessels  during 
the  year  were,  as  usual,  of  a varied  character,  the  principal  ones

This  total  of  eighty  (80)  cases  of  sickness  and  injury 
treated  during  the  year  compares  very  favourably  indeed  with  last 
year,  when  there  were  one  hundred  and  tv/enty-three  (123)  cases, 
showing  a decrease  of  forty-three  (43)  for  the  year. 

The  only  cases  of  an  infectious  and  contagious  nature 
met  with  during  the  year  were  the  three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
mentioned  above.  The  first  case  occurred  on  board  a ship  arriv- 
ing here  from  the  River  Plate.  The  second  was  a lascar  on  board 
a ship  undergoing  repairs  at  the  Falmouth  Docks,  while  the  third 
case  v/as  a boy  in  a Schooner  e.rriving  at  this  port  from  Bilbao. 

Beri-beri  appeared  amongst  the  native  crew  on  board  a 
vessel  arriving  from  the  East.  The  crev\rs'  quarters  v/ere  cleaned 
out  and  kept  thoroughly  well  ventilated  all  the  time  the  ship  v/as 
in  dock  here.  Further,  I inspected  the  rice  used  on  board,  and 
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condemned  it  on  account  of  its  appearance  and  age,  and  ordered  a 
fresh  supply  of  young  unpolished  rice  to  be  procured  here  at  this 
port  for  the  use  of  the  native  crev/. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Venereal  disease  for  the  year, 
which  shows  a distinct  improvement  on  previous  years. 

A.  leakage  of  Ammonia  gas,  in  the  engine  room  on  board  a 
ship  undergoing  repairs  at  the  docks,  accounted  for  the  case  of 
gassing  mentioned  above. 

I visited  the  ship  to  find  that  the  leak  was  being 
repaired  before  the  vessel  put  to  sea. 

Tv/o  cases  only  were  admitted  to  your  Isolation  Hospital 
for  the  year,  both  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  The  Hospital 
itself  is  kept  in  a clean  and  efficient  state  and  everything  has 
been  quite  satisfactory  for  the  year. 

Twenty-three  (23)  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Cornv;all  Sailors  Hospital  direct  from  vessels,  during  the  year, 
suffering  from  sickness  and  injuries. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  faithfully  carried  out  his 
duties  in  the  same  thoroughly  efficient  and  diligent  manner  as 
in  the  past- 

As  your  Port  is  not  an  approved  port  under  the  Alien 
order,  I have  not  been  asked  by  H.M. Customs  to  do  any  medical 
inspection  of  aliens. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Collector  of  Customs 
and  his  Preventive  Officers,  for  their  kindly  courtesy  and  ready 
help  at  all  times  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty.
